Jhrice Rescuers Attempt To Reach. 


Imprisoned Men and Thrice They 
Are Driven Back—Pitiful 
Scenes About Mouth 
of -Mine. 


Monongahela, Pa., March 6.—An explo- 
sion in the Cattsburg mine of the Monon- 
gahela River Consolidated Coal and Coke 
(Company today resulted in the death of 
five men and serious injury of several 
others, two fatally.

BOSS ROBERT HOWEY. 

JAMES HOWEY. 

ISAAC EASTWOOD. 

JOHN GILDER. 

WILLIAM McFARLAND 

Fatally injured: 

James Hager, badly burned. 

James Terrent, badly burned. 

On Monday a premature explosion of 
fvnamite caused gas to ignite, and since 
that time the mine has been burning. All 
the air channels were closed and it was 
hoped that the flames could be smothered. 
This morning twenty men entered the 
mine to investigate. It is/not explained 
what caused the explosion, but it is 
thought that the turning on of the air, 
which had been shut off by the fan, 
caused the gas which had accumulated 
to ignite. A terrific explosion followed 
soon after the men entered. 

A relief party, headed by Superintend- 
ent Seddon and Mine Inspec*or Loutitt, 
made an effort and nearly succeeded in 
teaching the imprisoned men, but: were 
compelled ‘to return for air. All were 
overcome and are tonight in a serious 
condition. A second relief party, headed 
by Joha Coulter, éntered the mine by an- 
other way, but a second explosion oc- 
curred and they were forceé to retreat. 
A third relief? party made a futile at- 
tempt. 

A fourth attempt will be made to reach 
the bodies of the men, who are believed 
to have perished. James Hagger was 
reached by one rescuing party. He was 
found badly burned. James Terrent was 
burned by the flames that shot up all 
around him. but he crawled a thousand 
feet from his companion, Gilder, who was 
instantly killed. The work of rescue wili 
be carried on all night, and at a late 
hour there is a crowd of women and chil- 
dren about the pit.

BOSTON TREATS PRINCE. 


Harvard Makes Him Doctor of Laws While Students 
Cheer Vociferously-=Prince Calls for Cheers for 
Reosevelt=-Kaiser Sends Message. 
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PRESIDENT ELIOT, of Harvard.

Boston, Mass., March 6.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia was the guest of Boston to- 
day, and his welcome to the city was a 
cordial one. Governor Winthrop, Murray 
Crane and Mayor Collins, acting for the 
state and the city, extended the official 
courtesies to him, and when the. prince 
had ceremoniously returned their calls 
he went to Cambridge to deliver the gifts 
of his brother, the kaiser, te the Ger- 
manic museum and to receive from Har- 
vard the honorary degree of doctor of 
laws. 

Prince, Henry's first act at Harvard 
university after he received the degree 
was to propose and, lead threa cheers 
for President Roosevelt, who is a Har- 
vard alumnus. 
blegram from the emperor congratulating 
him upon hig newest honor. 

Tonight the prince wag given a dinner 
by the city of Boston and sat at a table 
with mare than two hundred of the rep- 
resentative citizens-ef the commonwealth. 
He will resume his journey early in the 
morning, and tomorrow he will visit Al- 
bany and the United States military 
academy at West Point en route to New 
York, which he will reach Friday even- 
ing. 

Bright sunlight favored the day and 
the streets and avenues.were thronged. 
Prince Reaches Boston. 

The specidl train Which ‘carried ‘the 
prince was not delayed by flood or storm 
and made the time planned for it by the 
railroad men, It halted for a few moments 
at Springfield, but not at Worcester. Bos- 
ton was reached at 9:35 o'clock, and as 
soon as the special halted in South sta- 
tion Mayor Collins and a delegation of 
city officials boarded the train and were 
introduced to the prince by Ambassador 
von Holleben. There was an exchange 
of greetings and the prince, his staff and 
the members of the American escort were 
shown to carriages waiting at the depot. 


Escorted by cavalrymen and naval mill- 


The prince received a ca-_ 


tiam@n, the party was driven to Hotel 
Somerset. The people were packed in be- 
hind the podlice lines and every building 
was crowded. Flags and streamers hung 
over the ‘hends of the thousands. 

The prince wore his naval uniform and 
acknowledged the greetings with his char- 
acteristic salute. When the carriage 
reached the Commons a battery sounded 
a .royal salute, 

At the Hotel Somerset the prince, sur- 
rounded by his staff in full uniform, re. 
ceived Governor Crane, who came with 
an equally briHiant staff, and when the 
call was ended the prince started at once 
for the state house to return the cour- 
tesy. -There was another demonstration 
on that journey. After he had paid his 
respects to Governor Crane he entered 
the hhouge of representatives, where the 
legislature was in session, and was pre- 
sented from the forum bv President 
Soule, of the senate. Leaving the cham- 
ber, he was shown the battle flags car- 
ried. by the regiments of the state in the 
civil war. After that-he reentered his 
carriage and was driven to the public 
library, where he returned the call of 
Mayor Collins. 

Thirty-five .veterans who fought with 
his grandfather in the Franco-Prussian 
war were presented at the library, and 
the primee shook hands with them all an] 
asked them questions, 

Greeted by Harvard. 

The ceremony at the library over, the 
prince returned to, the Somerset, and, af- 
ter a short wait there, started for Cam- 
bridge. Mayor McNamee gave him the 
freedom of the city of Cambridge -and 
the school children sang for him at the 
city -hall. 

At the university he was first taken to 
Memorial hall, where he met the corpora- 
tion of the college, and then to Sanders 
theater, where the degree was conferred. 
President Eliot appeared in the scholar’s 
gown and addressed the prince, saying in 
part: 

“We gladly welcome here todav a wor- 
thy representative of German greatness, 
worthy in station, professton and charac- 
ter. We see in him, however, more than 
the representative of a superb nation and 
end imperial ruler. Universities have 
long memories. Forty years ago the 
American union was in deadly peril, and 
thousands of its young men were bleed- 
in and dying for it. It is credibly report- 

that at a very critical moment the 
queen of England said to her prime min- 
ster: 

‘“‘My lord, you must understand that I 
shall sign no paper which means war 
with the United States.’ 

‘The grandson of that illustrious wom- 
an dis sitting with. us here. 

‘‘Now, therefore in exercise of the au- 
thority given me by the président and 
felloWs and board of overseers and in the 
fuvoring presence of the friends here as- 

scmbied I create honorary doctor of laws 
A'hert William Henry, prince of Prussia 
an§ vice admiral. 

“And in the name of this society of 
scholars, I declare that he is entitled to 
the rights and privileges pertaining to 
this degree and that his name is to be 
forever borhe on its roll of honorary 
members.’’ 

The prince did not respond in speech to 
the address of the president, but simply 
bowec an acknowledgement. He was next 
escorted to the faculty room, where ‘he 
met the faculty and with his staff lunched 
with them.

PITCHFORK OF TILLMAN. 
NEVER TOUCHED HANNA 


Ohio Senator Proof Against Famous Weapon--Till- 
man Tried to Use It While Hanna Was Advo- 
cating the Ship Subsidy Bill. 


Washington, March 6.—A notable sp32ech 
Was made in the senate today by Mr. 
Hanna, of Ohio, on the pending shipping 
bill, which he discussed from the stand- 
point of an American business man. His 
arguments were carefully arranged, he 
was always forceful and earnest, and at 
times became eloquent. He commanded 
the undivided attention of the senate and 


| of the galleries, and when he clos2d he 


received the congratulations of many of 
his colleagues, 

Barly in the session Mr. Frye, in charge 
of the pending shipping bill, obtained an 
agreement that the senate should vote 
on. the measure and gill pending amend- 
ments at 3 p. m. Monday, March 17, that 
time being entirely satisfactory to those 
opposed to the bill. 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia, 
speech on the shipping Dill. 

He predicted the complete failure of 
the pending measure. Natural changes 
Alone, he argued, could increase. the for- 
eign carrying trade of the United States. 

Mr. Hanna then spoke, his remarks be- 
ing principally in answer to Mr. Clays 
speach of yesterday. He said that when 
Mr. Clay quoted from Mr. Frye’s remarks 
that all there was in this question which 
required legislation was embraced in the 
one question of labor, he was correct. 

“I stand by that proposition, but I go 
no further. The or2 in the ground is 
worth about 25 cents a ton. After it was 
touched by tke hand of man it was labor. 
Ninety per cent of the cost of a ship 
vuilt in American ship yards or in any 
ship yard is purely labor. The cost of 
the construction of a ship in the United 
States, as against that In either England, 
Germany or France, simply measures the 
difference of wages and the efficiency of 
American .abor.’’ 


Tillman After Hanna. 

Mr. Hanna argued for help for the mer- 
chant marine, ‘the necegsity of having an 
fuxiliary for our navy in the form of a 
merchant marine, and’ pleaded that this 
transportation question should be dis- 
cussed above party considerations. 

Mr. Tillman interrupted to ask for in- 
formation in regard to the reports that 
the Morgan syndicate had bought two or 
three of the European lines of Steamers. 

“You must ask somsbody who knows,’ 
replied Mr. Hanna. “I do not know any- 
thing about it.’’ 

“It wae ouly reperted, you know,” sug- 
gested Mr. Tillman, “and I thought that, 
the senator being in touch with that class 
of people—” 

“Why does the senator say T am mM 
touch with them?’ interjecte@ Mr. Hanna. 

Mr. Tillman: “The sanator is a man 
engaged in shipping, is he not?’’ 

“On the great lakes, yes,’ responded 
Mr. Hanna, “but why does the senatur 
assume that I know what Mr. Morgan 
has done?’ 

“I thought the senator and Mr. Morgan 
were friends,’’ replied Mr. Tillman. 

“I know nothing about the purchase of 
the Leyland line by J. P. Morgan & Co.,” 
said Mr. Hanna, ‘“‘any more thar the 
senator does. That is simply the invest- 
ment cf American e@apital. Under the 
provisions of this bill not a single one of 
those vessels ever will come umder an 
American register.”’ 

Mr. Hanra said capital seeks only in- 
vestment from which it can get returns. 

“If that be true,’’ inquired Mr. Tillman. 
“why did the German emperor not go to 
England to get his yacht built instead of 
coming to this country?’ 

Hanna Causes a Laugh. 

Mr. Hanna said there was something 
he could not answer, but he 
Prince Henry was giad he did not do it. 

“Perhaps the senator has not. heard of 
the success and prestige of America in 
the yachting line,”’ suggested Mr. Han- 
na, amid laughter. The German empe-

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ror, he said, wanted the best yacht and 
therefore he.came here. 

Mr.’ Tillman wanted to know what kind 
of yacht it was and Mr. Depew described 
it as a sailing racing machine of the same 
type as beat the two Shamrocks. 

Mr. Hanna declared that not an Amer- 
ican ship yard had a contract for another 
merchant vessel after the nine or 
ten vessels now under contract 
were finished. Everybody knows, 
continued Mr. Hanna, that the 
United States is now engaged in a hand- 
to-hand contest with foreign nations to 
secure the commerce of the Orietn and 
that the United States had been fore- 
most and steadfast in its policy to secure 
the markets of China and hold them as 
an open door. Mr. Hanna then said it 
was the purpose of the bill, under the 
postal system, to establish a fine on the 
Atlantic coast to South America. 

England had gained her supremacy In 
the markets of the world by pursulng the 
policy of establishing direct communica- 
tion. 

“Personal contact,’ he said, ‘is: what 
brings results, and England, Germany and 
France are now energetically at work 
to put in the connecting links between the 
Pacific and Orient.” 

Trade and Subsidies. 

He spoke of the’ benefit that the pass- 
age of the bill.would bring as a. result of 
increaséd trade. with South American 
countries; saying that the trade now went 
by way of Liverpool and Mamburg in 
| foreign shipe and thence was tranesfilpped 
to South American ports. 

In closing Mr. Hanna 
to the question of the cost of labor, main- 
taming that wages in this country aver- 
aged 50 per cent higher than in Européan 
The cost df ships built in the 
United States was from 2 to 30 per cent 
higher thin those built in Great Britain, 
the difference in the price of ‘abor mak- 
img the difference in cost. The difference 
between the cost of operating American 
and foreign ships was about 27 per cent.

“Any statement that the president 
has changed his attitude on the Cuban 
reciprocity businese is without the 
slightest foundation in fact.” 


Washington, March 6.—The third con- 
ference of republican members of the 
house of representatives to consider the, 
question of Cuban tart concessions was 
held tonight in the hall. of the house.

Mr. Dalze!l, a member of the ways and 
means committee and an ardent sup- 
porter of the Payne recipracity plan, was. 


 recagnined at the outset for an. extended 


speech. presenting legal objections te the 
Tawney proposition. He maintained, that 
this propos tiou was a bounty to Cu bans, 
and as such was uncorstitutional. He 
also urged the impractical character of 
the bounty plan, saying there were soMe 
15,000 planters dealing tarough 160 mid- 
dle men, so that it would be impossible 
to make an equitable distribution. Mr. 
Dalzell referred to the widespread senti- 
ment of the press favorable to recipraoca- 
tion concessions. He was interrupted by 
a fire of cro.’s questions as he proceeded, 
Dalzell for Reciprocity. 

Mr. Dalzel! devlared that the republican 
party had never run away from an issue, 
and it should not-run away from this 
one. He read from the president’s mes- 
sage favoring reciprocity. 

At one point Representative Mahon, (f 
Pennsylvania, interiected the query: 

“Suppose Cuba's products were iron and 

steel instead of sugar and tobacco, should 
they ieceive 20 per cent tariff conces- 
sicns.”” 

One of the Philadelphia members added 
the statement that his district did not 


favor the reciprocity plan, 

Mr. Dalzell proceeded with his argue 
ment, maintaining that. from the stand- 
point of expediency and _ practicability, 
the Payne plan oftered the best solution 
of the problem. 

Representative Tayler. of Ohio, repre- 
senting the ol4 McKinlev district, main- 
tained that there : ‘ould be no inroads in 
the doctrine cf protection. 

Representative Mahon presented a reso- 
lution to the postpcnement of the entire 
subject until the next session of con- 
gress. In a short speech declared that 
the west ha‘l stood by Pennsylvania when 
there was not a smokestack in the west, 
and in réturn he proposed to stand by the 
beet sugar ~mokestacks of the west. | 

Representative Long, of Kansas, spo«e 
in favor of the Payne proposition, and 
rad not completed his argument when, at 
ll o’clock, he yielded to Speaker Hender- 
£0n. The latter counseled the fullest dJis- 
ctgsion before action was taken, in order 
that differences m'ght be reconciled and 
en amicable adjustment reached. The 
speaker's suggestion met general accept- 
ance, and at 11:15 o’clock the conference 
adjourned until next Tuesday night. 

Payne Discusses Cuba. 

Chairman Payne, of the ways and 
means committee, today gave out the fol- 
lowing authorized statement in connec- 
tion with the discussion over Cuban recli- 
procity: 

“IT think the large majority of the re- 
up their minds that 
we must do something for Cuba. There 
are three propositions presented which 
have this professed end in view. The 
proposition of Mr. Morris, of Minnesota, 
provides for an increase in the tariff on 
sugar to the outside world and a rebate 
on sugar imported from Cuba. It does 
not seem to‘ me that many republicans 
are willing to increase the duty on sugar. 
Then there is the proposition of Mr. 
Tawney to vote between $7,000,000 and §$8,- 
(00,000 directly into the Cuban treasury 
and to ask the Cuban government to dis- 
tribute about $1,000,000, according to his 
figures, to native Cuban planters. This 
first payment is to be paid without any 
compensation from Cuba In any way or 
manner—a pure gift to the Cuban gov- 
ernment. It hardly needs the opinion of 
a lawyer to say that such a procedure 
would be unconstitutional. 

“Of courre, no bounty of this kind 
could .be distributed without a scandal 
and a fraud. In the next place, seven- 
¢ighths of the Cuban laborers would stli! 
remain without work. It would be just as 
easy for the sugar trust to obtain a con- 
cession on the sugar they bought on ac- 
count of the bounty as to obtain a con- 
cession where the planter knew he was to 
have a 20 per cent concession In duty. So 
that Mr. Tawney's proposition has no ad- 
vantages over that for a‘) per cent re- 
duction, and it has the disadvantage 
named.

“But I have every assurance that the 
cabinet is not divided on this question, 
ner Kms a majority of the house republi- 
cans committed themselves either to the 
Mortis, .the Tawney or the do-nothing 
pelicy.

Mr.*-Bacon. took the-grournd that in its 
present shape the bill was an invasion 
of the juristiction 6f the states, and that 
it ought to be amended radigally. 

Senator Beacon ‘had a rather funny ex- 
perience in’ being prevetited ‘finishing his 
é@peech © by “,over-sealouws friends’ who 
agreed with’; his ‘argument. He first 
yielded to ,Senator Dubois for’ a state- 
ment, thén to Senator Patterson, who 
desired to inject into the discussion just 
a few worts. The Colorado senator got 
So interested in his oWn speech that he 
talked heatiy’an thour, ‘concluding on the 
expiration “of the morning hour. It was 
then too jate’for Senator Bacon to resume 
his arg nt that°the states are as able 
to punish the assassins of presidents as 
those of other persons. 

Bacon’s Tribute to McKinley. ° 

Senator Bacon said that in view of 
the recent calamity which had befallen 
the nation in the assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinley, the subject of the pending 
bi was a difficult one to discuss. He 
paid a high tribute to President McKin- 
ley, saying that he was “the mos® amia- 
ble, courteous and pleasant man I have 
ever met in high station,’’ and from him 
he personally always had received the 
kindliest consideration. ~ i 

Mr. Bacon believed that the proposed 
law was unnecessary and @id not provide 
a more certain punishnmient for the assas- 
sin than was provided now in the state 
laws. The world, he insisted, was not 
large enough for the criminal to get be- 
yond the reach of the law, and ttrre 
was no place secret enough in which to 
hide himself from avenging justice. He 
urged that the bill indicated there was not

sufficient reliance upon the criminal laws 
of the several states. 

Mr. Depew, of New York, pointed out 
that an attempt at assassination was not 
punishable with death in any state, 4s 
the -pending bill provided. Mr. Platt, of 
Connecticut, suggested, too, that some 
states. had laws against capital punish- 
ment, 

Mr. Bacon, continuing, said that the bill 
involved the right and propriety of the 
federal government to-enforce a law with- 
in a state different from any law on the 
statute books of the state. So far as the 
anarchist was concerned, the death pen- 
aity was not a deterrent against the crime 
of assassination, as the anarchist was 
willing to sacrifice his own life. 

Hoar on Assassins. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, interrupted 
to say that the pending bil] was proper, 
because: ‘the ,assassination or attempted 
assassination of the president was an 
interruption of the government, and it 
was vifally important to the government 
that such interruption should not occur. 

Mr. Bacon urged that the bill at least 
ought to be amended in accordance with 
his proposition already offered, so that it 
should be shown that fhe crime was com- 
mitted against the president ‘‘because of 
his official position, or for the purpose of 
destroying the government, or. impairing 
the execution of its constitutional pow- 
ers.’ o 

Mr. Bacon said the bill was practically 
an enlargement of the law of treason 
and proposed to make treason of some- 
thing that, under the constitution, was 
not treason. 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, while he 
agreed to the general propositions of the 
bill, urged it ought net to pass in its 
present form. 

Mr. Patterson opposed some of the pro- 
visions of the pending measure because 
they proposed to designate as crimes 
things mot now considered as crimes, and 
he suggested that the enactment and en- 
forcement of those provisions might work 
a serious hardship upon a person or per- 


sons.

| hEVERSES IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Wright Agsures Taft That There 
Have Been None. 

Washington, March 6.—When questioned 
today by the house insular committee on 
reported reverses in the Philippines, Gov- 
ernor Taft read the following in response 
to inquiries: 

‘‘Bell’s operations in Laguna drove band 
of insurgents into the Morong about 2 
miles from Manila on air line. Small 
band of ladrones, driven from Cavite by 
constabulary, joined them. Twenty-five 
constabularies, under a native insurgent, 
attacked them, but having only fifteen 
rounds of ammunition each, soon ex- 
hausted it and were forced to retire with- 
out loss. Assistant Chief Atkinson, of 
the constabulary, with reinforcements, 
immediately took charge and drove the 
band into the Laguna, the inhabitants of 
Rizal province giving information and as- 
sisting us as much as ssible. 

‘Flories (governor of province), with 
municipal police,-joined in pursuit. There 
are not 300 arms in the hands of insur- 
gents and ladrones in entire Luzon island 
today. This number reduced early by 
surrenders, captures or casualties. Con- 
stabulary, with aid of Trias (governor of 
Cavite), and native police during the last 
week have routed ladrone bands ga ty 
in Cavite for many years, capturing ar. 
receiving by surrender over one hundred 
arms. 

‘‘Mhe most important feature is the ex- 
citement among the inhabitants hostile 
to ladrones and insurgents. All other or- 
ganized ovinces quiet. 

“Situation not so good since American 
occupation, and very éncouraging, not- 
withstanding persistent attempts to cre- 
ate contrary impression.” 

Governor Taft was questioned as to the 
“social evil” in the islands, and in reply 
gave in detail the efforts made to check 
immorality. He declared that none of 
the health measures adopted had given 
offitial recognition fo disorderly hous#s.

THEIR CLAIMS REJECTED 
BY SPANISH COMMISSION 


It Is Held That Officcrs and Seamen 
Were Injured in Line of Duty. 
Commissioner Chambers 
Files a Dissenting 

* Opinion.

Wadshington, March 5 The Spanish 
claims commission today handed down a 
decision against the ciaimanfs for death 
and injuries received by officers and sea-. 
men in the wreck of the battle ship Maine 
in Havana harbor. The commission holds 
that: . 

“Individual claims of citizens of one 
nation may arise against the government 
of another nation for redress of injuries 
to persons or property which such cit.zens 
may have sustained from such govern- 
ment, or any of its agents. But such in- 
dividual claims do not arise in favor of 
the officers and seamen of a ship of war, 
who receive, in the line of duty, inju- 
ries to their persons for which a foreign 
government is responsible. The claim 
against the foreign government ts wholly 
national, and al] injuries to such officers 
and seamen are menged in the national 
injury and can took only to their own 
government for such remuneration as it 
may choose to give them.

‘The Collision Occurs Off Holyhead, 
Wales—Passengers and Crew of 
the Waesland Rescued by 
Harmonides—Waesland 
Sinks Quickly. 


London, March 6.—The American steamer 

Waesland, Captain Atfeld, from Liver- 
pool, March 5, for Philadelphia and the 
British steamship Harmonides, Captain 
Hentin, from Para, February 14, for 
Liverpool, met in collision tonight off 
Holyhead, Wailles. The Waesland sank. 
Her passengers and crew were saved. 

The Harmonides rescued the passengers 
and crew of the Waesland and is bring- 
ing them to Liverpool. Tugs have been 
sent from Liverpool to meet the Harmon- 
ides. The Waesland carried 32 cabin 
and 82 steerage passengers. 

Liverpool, March 6.—Fifty-three of the 
passengers and crew of the Waesland ar- 
rived at Liverpool on board of the Har- 
monides at 3333 o'clock this morning. They 
were received by the agents of the Amer- 
ican line here and were quartered at vari- 
ous hotels. 

The collision occurred in a thick fog at 
half past 11 o’clock Wednesday night, 
when the: Waesland wes about 40 miles 
southe-est of Holyhead. The Harmonides 
struck the Waesland amidships, and 
there was a territle shock. Most of the 
Weesland’s pass2ngers kad “retired for 
the night. Perfect ord2r and discipline 
prevaiied. The crew of the steamer 
rapidly turned out the passengers, and 
sucseeded in assuring them that their 
lives were safe. — 

The Waesland boats were speedily got 
out, and in less than half an hour the 
entire ship’s crew had been transferred 
to the Harmonides. Two lives were lost. 
The dead are a steerage passenger named 
Dangerfield and a child named Elsie Em- 
anett, the deughter of a cabin passenger. 

The Waesland sank in thirty-five min- 
utes after the collision. The passengers 
and crew lost all their belongirgs. 


The Waesland is owned by the In- 
ternational Navigation Company, but 
flies the Belgian flag. She plies regularly 
in the American line service between 
Liverpool and Philadelphia, touching at 
Queenstown each way. Formerly she 
was known as the Russia. She is a four- 
masted, bark-rigged, iron vessel of 3,675 
tons net. She is equipped with electricity 
and has triple expansion engines of 3,500 
indicated horse power.

MEN BOUND TO TREES 


AND CRUELLY. KILLED 


Major Waller and Lieut. Day Accused of Atrocious 
Conduct in Philippines==Alleged That Minds of 
Officers Are Deranged by Sufferings. 


Manila, March 6.—A courtmartial has 
been ordered to try Major Littleton W. 
T. Waller and Lieutenant P. A. Day, of 
the marine corps, on March 17 next, on 
the charge of executing natives of the 
island of Samar without trial. Some of 
the circumstances in the case are pecu- 
liarly atrocious. 

One native was tied to a tree and pub- 
licly shot in the thigh. The next day i}.e 
man was shot in the arms. The third 
day he was shot in the body, and the 
fourth day the native was killed. 

Friends of the two officers attribute 
their aetion®to loss of mind, due to the 
privations which t’¢ ~’ suffered in the 
island of Samar. 

Washington, March 6.—Acting Secretary 
Darling, of the navy department, received 
a cable message today from Rear Admiral 
Rodgers, commanding the Asiatic sta- 
tion, saying that the battalion of marines 
which made the hazardous march across 
the island of Samar arrived at Cavite on 
the 2d instant and are now quartered in 
the marine barracks. No mention is made-

Major Waller or Lieutenant Day for al- 
leged brutal treatment of natives during 
the march, nor is there any report of 
trouble of any kind. 

Major Waller has rendered gallant 
service with the Uaited States marines in 
the Philippines, and in China during the 
march of all the forces from the sea to 
Pekin. He was appointed to the marine 
corps from Virginia, and was commis- 
sioned seccnd lieutenant June 16, 1889. 
His first sea duty was on the frigate Lan- 
caster, in tne Mediterranean, when that 
vessel was prominent at the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria. The Lancaster 
landed a detachment of marines, includ- 
ing Lieuterant Waller. who won dis- 
tinction by breakirzg into a burning store 
and removing between 15,000 and 20,000 
rounds of cartridges at the risk of their 
lives. Waller also rescued a score or 
more of Greek women from a hospital 
which had been set on fire by the Alex- 
andrians. 

Waller was promoted first lieutenant in 
1885, and in 1899 he became captain and 
was stationed at the marine barracks, 
Norfolk, Va., from March, 1891, te March, 
1895,

AMPIL FLEES TO MANILA 


He Is an American Sympathizer Who 
Recently Escaped from His 
Captors in Morong. 


Manila, March 6.—Senor Ampil, the for- 
mer presidente of the town of Cainta, 
province of. Morong, Luzon, who was re- 
cently captured by the insurgents and 
subsequently escaped, has arrived at Ma- 
nila, where he will remain indefinitely, 
as he considers himself to be saf@ here 
than at Cainta. Senor Ampil is well 
known as an American sympathizer. He 
says it was the intention of his captors 
to bury him alive. When the insurgents 
captured the detachment of native con- 
stabulary on March 3 they secured, ac- 
cording to Senor Ampil, twelve Reming- 
ton rifles and eight revolvers. Their 
principal camp is on a high mountain in 
the province of Manila. 

When the constabulary who came to 
effect Senor Ampil’s rescue reached the 
insurgent camp, the latter charged, 
whereupon the constabulary fled. The in- 
surgents and the constabulary were with- 
in speaking distance of each other. Senor 
Ampil was bound by his captors. He 
says-the insurgents fear the American 
but care little for the native 
troops. Senor Ampil has resigned his 
position as presidente of Cainta.

Berlin, March 6.—For the moment the 
question of first importance in Germany 
is the adhesion of the government to the 
international sugar convention, which was 
signed at Brussels yesterday. 

The cablegrams describing Prince Hen- 
ry’s progress through the United States 
are, for the first time since his arrival at 
New York, given a subordinate public at- 
terition. | 

The spectacle of the sugar kartel’s 
profits now amounting to 100,000,000 frances 
a year failing off into nothingness fasci- 
nates this immense»community of money- 
makers. It has not by any means come 
to the point of the downfall of the kartel, 
as the combination of 400 raw and fifty- 
six refined sugar manufacturers js called, 
but the sugar interests deeply affecting, 
as it does, the agriculture of central Ger- 
many is greatly disturbed and fearful of 
what may happen. 

The position of the government is that 
nothing will happen except a healthy re- 
adjustment of production for the markets 
at home and abroad. 

Sugar Producers To Resist. 

The national society of beet sugar pfo- 
ducers seems inclined to resist the nec- 
essary legislation. The executive com- 
mittee of the society adopted a resolu- 
tion today, among other things, holding 
that Germany could not safely agrée to 
the Brussels convention without the ad- 
herence thereto of the United States and 
Russia. The society also drafted a pe- 
tition to the government requesting that 
final legislative steps as a result of the 
Brussels sugar agreement be not taken 
until the sugar interests have an oppor- 
tunity of presenting a full statetiient of 
their claims. 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung in its issue 
today publishes an ultimatum in behalf 


will defeat legislation approving the Brus- 
sels convention rather than see the sugar 
interests ruined. The bundesrath, under 
the law of 1896, can abolish the sugar 
bounties at discretion, but the consent 
of the reichstag must be had for a re- 
duction of the tariff. 

The managers of the kartel are silent, 
but it is quite probable they will yield 
to the government and to the irresistibie 
circumstances abroad. 

Dr. Paasche, the great sugar author- 
ity, says that sugar producers are facing 
enormous over-production, the total pro- 
duction of the world in 1901 being 10,700.- 
000 tons, which is 2,400,000 tons in excess 
of the total production in 1899. 

The visible supply on August 31, says 
Dr. Paasche, which is the end of the 
ee season, will be at least 2,000,000 
ons. 


What Britain Agrees To. 

London, March 6.—According to the text 
of the international sugar convention is- 
sued tonight by the foreign office. Great 
Britain agrees during the continuance of 
the convention to refrain from paying 
bounties. directly or indirectly, on gugar 
in crown colonies, and not to give prefer- 
ential treatment to colonial sugar against 
sugar imported from foreign countries.

NINE BANAN4S CAUSED 
ILLNESS OF MILLIONAIRE 


Dr. Curry Says There Was No Sign 
of Struggle and Nothing To 
Indicate That Rice Did 
Not Meet a Natural 
Death. 


New York. March 6-—The_ defense 
opened today in the trial of Albert T. 
Patrick, who is accused of the murder 
of William M. Rice. Recorder Goff de- 
clined to grant requests made by the de- 
fense to strike from the records the tes- 
timony of Dr. Witthaus, the chemist, and 
to compel the district attorn2y to indicate 
under which of the ten counts of the in- 
dictment against Patrick he asked a con- 
viction. . 

Counsel! for Patrick asked the recorder 

to direct the jury to acquit the defendant 
on th2 grounds that,the evidence was 
insufficient to warrant a conviction, that 
there was no evidence upon which the 
jury could base conviction, that the peo- 
ple had failed to prove the defendant 
guilty of crime, that no real evidence 
had been presented of a conspiracy be- 
tween Patrick and Jones to kill Mr. 
Rice, that no evidence except the stat-- 
ment of Jones had been given as to a 
conspiracy to kill Mr. Rice, that the only 
evidence of any conspiracy was the evi- 
dence of the co-conspirator Jones, and no 
evidence had been submitted to support 
the allegations of the indictment. The 
motion was deried and Mr. House, of 
counsel for the defendant, made his 
opening address. 
The first witness called for the defense 
was Dr. Walker Curry, who was Rice's 
physician. On April 10 he examined Rice 
thoroughly and treated him continuously 
from that time until his death in Septem- 
ber, 1900. The first examination showed 
that Rice had a weak heart and that his 
feet and legs were in a dropsical condi- 
tion. On September 16 Rice was made 
very uncomfortable by eating nine ba- 
nanas. His heart was very weak at that 
time. On September 22 Rice was worse. 

“I told Jones,”’ said the witness, “that 
if the worst happened he must not be 
surprised. The next day there was some- 
thing wrong with his breathing. It 
seemed to require an effort.” 

The witness’ next visit was after Rice’s 
death. He found the pupils of the eyes 
normal and the features quite calm. 

“There was no sign of any struggle,” 
said Dr. Curry, “only what you would 
expect in a man of that age dying quiet- 
] oe 
"The doctor said he would be able tq 
d2tect chloroform for five hours after it 
had been administered. He detected no 
evidence of chloroform when be examined 
Rice’s body; there was no guch evidence, 
he said. He never found any signs of 
oxalic acid or mercurial poisoning in Ricc.

THE TRAINS 
GIVEN AS THE REASON 


After Some Argument It Was An- 
nounced by Judge Speer That 
if Defendants Did Not Ap- 
pear Today Bond Will 
Be Estreated. 


Savannah, Ga., March 6.—(Specfal.) 
Benjamin D. Green and John F. Gaynor, 
usually referred to as chief among the 
defendants in the charges of conspiracy 
against the United States government, 
failed to put in an appearance ‘in the 
United States court today. Judge Speer 
ordered their bonds estreated if they 
do not appear tomorrow morning. W. 
T. Gaynor and Ed H. Gaynor were on 
hand. 

Counsel for the defendants informed 


the court that their clients’ delinquency 


was due to the lateness of the train 
from New York and asked that the 
case be continued until 11:30 o’clock at 
which time the train would have ar- 
rived. 

At 11:30 o'clock Attorney T. B. Felder 
stated. that the train had arrived, but 
that neither Captain Greene nor Mr. 
Gaynor was on it. .He said that he 
could not understand this, as Captain 
Greene had communicated to him that 
he would arrive on time. 

Attorney F.._G. duBignon said that he 
had received a dispatch from Mr., Gaynor 
to the effect that he would be here; and 
further that John Gaynor had told his 
brother who. was then in court that he 
would be here on time. 

District Attorney’s -Views. 

“What motion have you,. Mr. District 
Attorney ?’’' asked the court. + 

“The two defendants were notified to 
be present,” United States District At- 
torney Marion’ Erwin answered. ‘They 
are not here, hor have they offered any 
legal excuse. It would be proper to estreat 
or forfeit the bond.” ih 

He suggested that it would be expe- 
dient to arraign the defendants then in 
court today, thereby saving time in 
the initiatory steps against the absent 
defendants who would probably appear 
tomorrow. 

The court could not agree with the 
district attorney as to the propriety of 
such a policy. Judge Speer declared it 
would necessitate a double hearing of 
similar issues. He said further that 
while he had no disposition to impose any 
unusyal hardship on the parties, that 
they should have respected the order 
of the court or apprised it of their in- 
ability to be present. 

“T recognize the fact,’’ said the dis- 
trict attorney, ‘‘that the bond is for- 
feitable and could be estreated, but there 
are certain practicable questions which 
should be taken under advisement.”’ 

Ten minutes were granted the district 
attorney in which to confer with his 
assistant, S. B. Adams. In the meantime 
Mr. duBignon informed the court that 
if a few hours’ time were granted, he 
could get in communication with the 
defendants, if the court had no objec- 
tion. The court remarked that he had no 
objection to Mr. duBignon’s getting in 
communication with the defendants, add- 
ing that he would endeavor to do the 
same thing himself. 

Bond Not Forfeited. 

The district attorney after the confer- 
ence with Mr. Adams announced that 
he would not ask the court to forfeit or 
estreat the bond, but rather to pass an 
order reciting the fact that defendants 
failed to appear at the time provided and 
allowing them until tomorrow morning 
to put in their appearance. The order 
Was granted. 

William B. Kirk, of Syracuse, is surety 
on the bond of John F. »sGaynor. Kirk 
is said to be a very wealthy man, owning 
in his.own right the Kirk building ip 
Syracuse, which is one of the largest 
office buildings in that city and valued 
at $450,000. He also owns a tract of 
land near Syracuse worth $100,000, together 
with other realty amounting to nearly 
$50,000 besides stocks, bonds and personal 
property. 

James PD. Leary, who resides at the 
Hoffman house in New York, is surety 
on the bond of Benjamin D. Greene. 
Leary is also a wealthy man. Both bonds 
are in the sum of $40,000.

It is not known if there will be another 
entry in the race, but there was an 
effort during the past week to bring 
out Dan Kerr, a former member of coun- 
cil. and one of the candidates in the 
triangular Walsh-Kerr-Dunbar mayoral- 
ty contest. There was an effort to have 
one of the present candidates retire, and 
bring Mr. Kerr into the contest against 
the other, but neither one of the candi- 
dates could see any reason why he 
should retire in Mr. Kerr's favor. 

The only other local contest 
has yet developed, and in which there 
is much interest, is the contest for the 
superior court judgeship in the Augusta 
circuit, between Hon, William T. Gary, 
and Irvin Alexander.

DAMAGE OF FLOOD 
High Water Did Little Actual Damage 
in Columbus. 


CARS RAN ALL OF THE TIME|

Loss of Fourteenth Street Bridge In- 


flicted Temporary Hardship, 
but Would Have Soon Give 
Place to New $40,000 
Structure.

Columbus, Ga,j March 6.—(Special.)— 
While great inconvenience and some loss 
to a number of the manufacturing plants 
through the loss of time Was caused by 
the rampage of the Chattahoochee river, 
which practically came to an end yester- 
day, yet the high waters did compara- 
tively little actual damage to the various 
works along the river banks. 

At North Highlands the damage was 
slight. The flocd of December broke the 
great stone dam and the gaps are so 
large that the r@mainder of the structure 
Was not endangered by this freshet, One 
or two of the cribs being used in building 
the coffer dam were swept away. Most of 
the cribs were heavily weighted, how- 
ever, and were not injured. If is said 
that a small section of.a part of the main 
dam was carried away. The power house 
proper of the Columbus Power Company 
was not injured in the slightest. With the 
subsiding of the river work on the coffer 
dam wil) be resumed and pushed as 
rapidly as possible. 

.Water Plant Uninjured, 

The water plant of the Columbus Rail- 
read Company was not-injured, although 
the service was considerably crippled 


during the high water. The company has: 


ordered: additional machinery for its 
steam plant, which will be enlarged. This 
is an emergency plant, and when the next 
rise comes the. cempany will be better 
prepared for it. 

Street cars ran during the high water, 
but ‘for several nights the street lights 
were out for hours at the time. 

The City Mills Company report that 
they were not damaged by the freshet. 
Scme little damage was done the com- 
pany’s wheel house, but as they are to 
repair it this spring, this did not make 
much difference. The City Mills Company 
is to build a $50,000 stone dam this year 
in the place of their present wooden 
structtrre, ard it is probable that the con- 
tract will be let soon. The wooden dam 
stood the strain of the past few days ad- 


mirably. 

While the loss of the Fourteenth street 
bridge inflicted a temporary hardship, yet 
the eity would have‘ destroyed the old 
structure in the course of a month or two 
to make room for the. fine new $40,000 steel 

ridge that is to be: built at that point. 
the bonds were voted fcr last year. The 
bridge will be new itt every respect. None 
of the old piers will be used. Plans for 
the new bridge are. about complete and 
bids will be advertised for shortly. 

The damage to the Eagle and Phenix 
and Muscogee mills @re small, consisting 
principally of loss oftime. The high waters 
left liberal deposits of mud in the lower 
pcrtions of the. plants and a day or two 
was lost in clegning out. The mills are 
now running again. 

Short Street Caves In. 

The gwollen river caused Short street to 
cave in for some distance. For a block 
or so the dummy line of:the Seaboard Air 
Line railway on this street, was under- 
mined and is now hanging on the edge of 
the bank. It will take time and some 
money to repair the track. The Seaboard 
came near losing several loaded freight 
cars which had been stationed on this 
track. They were mcyed by Agent T. C. 
S. Howard and a dummy crew in the 
midst of a blinding fain storm. The en- 
croachment of the river at this point has 
been so great that some steps will have 
to be taken to save Short street. A brick 
wall may be built along the west line of 
the street, which would prevent its wash- 
ing away. 

There was little damage at the wharf. 
Twelve thousand feet of lumber, used by 
the city in repairing the wooden portion 
or the wnarf, was swept away, but was 
afterwards recovered. 

The work of djgging the trench for the 
new water works main which is to be 
carried across the upper railroad. bridge 
is being pushed rapidly. Columbus will 
net be without its usual drinking water 
long. The peovle are drinking as little of 
the river water as possible, cistern, well 
and rain water being largely used. The 
cestruction of ihe mains has caused more 
inoonvenience to Columbus people than 
any other feature of the flood. 

It is thought that a ferry will be oper- 
ated acrcss the river at the site of the 
Fourteenth street bridge until a new 
bridge is built. Several parties are -plaf- 
ning such an enterprise. 

The regular schedules have been re- 
sumed or. all the railroads entering Co- 
lumbu8, ‘with the exeeption df the South- 
ern, Which will operate only kalf of the 
usval number of trains between here and 
Atianta until the break in the trestle 
near Zetella is repaired.

he Murder of Overseer Wil- 
iam Mullins Is Avenged at 
Marion, Ala. 


) REFERENCE TO CRIME 
IN NEGRO’S LAST ADDRESS 


he Execution, in Jail Corridor, Was 
in Private, Only Being Witness- 
ed by the Guards, Forty in 
Number—Story of 
' the Crime. 


Marion, Ala, March 6.—(Special.)—The 
law today avenged the death of Overseer 
William Mullins, the white man who was 
murdered last April by Luke Sanders, a 
negro. Sanders was hanged here today in 
the jail corridor at 1:15 o’clock. 

The execution was in private, being wit- 
nessed only by the guardg forty in num- 
ber. Sanders made a short address on 
the gallows, but no word of reference to 
the crime entered into it. 

The case is unique in the criminal an- 
nals of the state from the unprecedented 
action of the supreme court in connection 
with it. 

On conviction in the circuit court, San- 
ders appealed to the supreme court, which 
on purely technical grounds of law affirm- 
ed the decision of the lower court. The 
judges, however, became convinced from 
the record of facts sent up that the jury 
had erred in fixing the death penalty, and 
as individuals united in a request to the 
governor to commute the sentence to im- 
prisonment. The recommendation, though 
short, vas emphatic, and stated the son- 
viction of the judges that the offense was 
not capital. On this the governor respited 
the man for thirty days and referred the 
matter again to the board of pardons. 


Trial Judge Urges Hanging. 

The trial judge wrote at length recom- 
mending that the sentence be carried out, 
saying the tria] was fair, and the good of 
society demanded it. The solicitor wrote, 
saying the record sent up to the supreme 
court stated the facts.’ and making no 
recommendation of his own. The citi- 
zens of Perry county sent over an at- 
torney to represent them in protesting 
against clemency. + The’ pardoning board 
stood two for hanging and one for com- 
mutation, and the governor sided with 
the majority, having in every instance so 
far cairied out the recommendations of 
the board. 

The story as shown bv the record on 
which the judges of the surreme court 
based their opinion of the crime was as 
follows: 

In April, 199, William Mullins was a 
road overseer, and Luke and John Sanders 
were two of the road hands. 
no eyewitnesses except the road hands, 
who all testified for ‘the defense. The 
state proved the crime—that Mullins was 
shot four times, that Lake fled and was 
captured in Arkansas. and that he had 
said on leaving that he had done“ his 
work for Mullins. The several negro wit- 
nesses, including Lu”: himself, sub- 
Stantlally agreed thr. on the first ‘day 
of road working, Niullins and Luke “had 
some words about difference in time, 
when they came to knock off at 12 o'clock. 
Mullins used some rough language to the 
negro, who claimed to have set his watch 
by Mullins’ that morning. 

The next day both Luke and his broth- 
er, John, came to work with pistols. Dur- 
ing the day John went to get some water, 
and returning with an empty bucket, Mul- 
lins told him not to go for water unless 
ordered to do so. John answered that he 
had only gone to get a drink for himself 
and had just brought some back for the 


others. 
Fatal Shot Is Fired. 

The two walked down the road, the 
negro in advance and Mullins cursing at 
nim. Finally the negro turned, and Mul- 
lins shot hint two or three times, when 
the regro got out his pistol and shot 
Mullins. The latter emptied his pistol, 
and then the two clinched, Mullins knock- 
ing the negro down. About this time 
Luke, who was up the road a piece, came 
running up and shot Mullins. 

Luke testified that when he came up 
Mullins had his brother down, in the act 
of cutting him with a knife. He was so 
far sustained in this that when Mullins’ 
body was found, his empty pistol was by 
his left hand and his knife was in the 
other. Luke and Mullins had some words 
at this time, both cursing. 

The theory of the prosecution was that 
Luke and John had conspired to provoke 
trouble that day. and came armed for 
the purpose of killing the overseer. All 
the testimcny agreed that John retreated 
all the while, and had backed into the 
field. by the road. On this and _ the 
further fact that Luke shot while Mullins 
was about to kill his brother induced the 
opinion of the court that the act of kill- 
ing was without the deliberation neces- 
sary to make it capital.

IN MISSISSIPPI 


Body Adjeurns After Being in Session 
Twe Months, 


WAS REMARKABLE SESSION | 


Both in Point of Extraordinary Ex- 
penditure and Amount of Spe- 
cial Work P« rformed—Some 
of the Bills That 
Became Laws. 


By Frederick Sullens. 

Jackson, Miss., March 6.—(Special.)— 
After being in session two months an4d 
making appropriations aggr2gating be- 
tween $5,500,000 and $6,000,000, the Missis- 
sippi legislature has adjourned sine die 
and nearly all the members left last 
night for their homes in various parts of 
the state. Suge . 

The session goes down in history as the 
most remarkable that has been held in 
many years, both.in point of extraordi- 
nary expenditure and amount of special 
work performed. Three investigating 
committees were at work during the ses- 
sion, and, while their work has thus far 
brought forth no practical results, it will 
undoubtedly result in a more careful sy3- 
tem in the management of state affairs, 
particularly in the various departments 
of the government investigated. 

Over 250 bills were introduced in the 
two houses and about 65 per cent of the 
number were enacted into laws. The 
most important measures passed and 
signed by the governor are as follows: - 


Bills That Were Passed. 


Appointment of the state into eight 
gressio: a] districts. 

Compulsory primary election law, making all 
party nvminations by primary and candidates 
to defray the exp2nses thereof. 

Bill creating a department of insurance, pro- 
viding fcr election of insurance commissioner 
ir 1904. and taxing insurance companies in 
rrcportion to the amount of pretmiums col- 
lected. 

Apprepriations cf $2,500,000 for the public 
schools of the state for the next bienniai 
period. This is the largest appropriation ever 
made in Mississippi fér this purpose. 

Increased appropriations for all the state 
educational institutiors, and providing for the 
erection of new buildings at the university, 
Mississipp!: Agricultural and Mechanical col- 
lege, Alcorn Agricultural and Mechanical col- 
tege, Industrial Institute and College. These 
colleges get about $300,000 more than was 
given at the last legislative session, 

Appropriation of $150,000 for ex-confederate 
pensions. This is double the amount granted 
at the last session. The bill providing for the 
establishment of a hume for ex-confederates 
was lost in the house, as was also the bill 
providing for the puvchase of Beauvoir, the 
old home of Jefferson Davis. 

Approprietions of $400,000 for the support 
of the penitentiary for the biennial period, 
$100.0CO0 as a contingent fund for the instl- 
tution, and requiring that all moneys derived 
from convict labor be paid immediagely into 
the state treasu'yv. 

A bill prohibiting the sale of liquor in towns 
of ‘wet’’ covnties having a population of less 
than 50C without day and night police protec- 
tion, This bill practically exterminates the 
liquor ‘traffic in -three counties and limits it 
in a number of others. The statutory prohi- 
bition bill was defeated. 

Resolution asking congress to appropriate 
$1.000,000 for the deep water harbor at Gulf- 
port and the maintenance thereof; also @ res- 
olution asking congress to take charge of the 
harbor at Pascagoula. 

A bill providing that the official bonds of 
all state officers be made in guarantee com- 
panies, the state to pay the expense thereof. 

Fixed the state tax levy at 6 millJs, -author- 
ized an issue of $1,000,000 in bonds, a pore 
tion of which is to be used in refunding out- 
standing bonded indebtedness, and amended 
sections of the privilege tax law, » 

Created the eleventh circuit court district, 
composed of the counties of Coahoma, Qulit- 
man, Tunica, DeSoto, Tallahatchie and Yal- 
obusha. 

Authorized the Yazeo and Mississippi Valley 
road to purchase the branch cf the Southern 
railway from Webb to Itta Bena; also author- 
ized the Mobile, Jackson and Kansas City road 
to build its line in Mississipp!l. 

Passed a concurrent. resoiution allowing ju- 
dicial districts, counties and towns to take 
stock in railroad enterprises. 

Created the office of assistant attorney gen- 
eral at a salary of $2,000 per year. 

Provided for a Mississippi exhibit at the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition, and made an 
appropriation of $50,000 therefor. 


New Capitol Appropriation. 


Appropriated $93,401 to be used by the cap- 
itol commission In building the new- state 
house, in addition to the amount already ap- 
propriated. 

Adgpted a constitutional amendment provid- 
ing that constitutional amendments shal] be 
inserte"” in the constitution at the next suc- 
ceeding session of the legislature after being 
voted upon. All constitutional amendments 
are to be voted upon by the people next No- 
vember.

providing for an enumeration 
of the children of school age this year and 
every four years thereafter: also provided for 
a land assessment this year and every four 
years thereafter. 

Fully seventy-five bills in the nature 
of local and private legislation were 
enacted into law, although this class of 
legislation is generally reserved for gen- 
eral sessions. ; 

One of the most. important measures 
pending before the legislature which 
failed to pass was the good roads law. kt 
has been the longest session held in Mis- 
Sissippi for many years, and the actual 
cost will be about $100,000.

RAILROAD DETECTIVE HAS A 
REMARKABLE EXPERIENCE. 


Accidental Discharge of Pistol Causes 
Bullet To Make Strange 
Journey. 


Richmond, Va., March 6.—(Special.)— 
To be wounded seven times by one bul- 
let and to have the bullet still in his 
possession is the remarkable experience 
that befell Chesapeake and Ohio De- 
tective W. D. Duke, at his home, 24

The radical difference between the 
{ideas of a purblind doctrinaire and 
the man who has hold of the pump 
handle was never better shown than 
in an educational meeting in New 
York on Wednesday evening. The 
meeting was to advance the interests | 
of Hampton and Tuskesee instiiutes 
for the education of southern ne- 
groes. 

The factotum of the hour was 
Bishop Henry C. Potter, who presided 
and introduced the speakers of the 
occasion. Bishop Potter appears to 
be the Handy Andy of all prominent 
functions in Gotham, and his versa. 
tility is sometimes severely strained 
as he oscillates between the porch 
and the altar, the reredos and the 
rostrum. Perhaps too much sense and 
circumspection’ should not be exacted 
of one so bugy in this, big, . round 
world, but certafnly’there*are ‘proprie- 
ties that a prelate should observe and 
sentiments that a bishop should sup- , 
press. 

On introducing the purpos® of the 
meeting Bishop Potter said: 

We must deal with the black man asa 
problem, not in fragments, but as a 
whole. In deting this,.we must be pre- 


pared not to meet with a great deal of 
Sympathy from certain quarters. 


And then he made a vigorous dig 
at “the senior senator from South Car- 
oO.ina”’. because of something he is 
reported to have said against the 
value of collegiate and pansophic edu- 
cation for the colored masses of the 
south. In opposition to that sensible 
protest the bishop insisted upon “cul- 
ture” for the negro and that “this cul- 
ture will ennoble him and raise him 
to a level of intelligence and creative 
citizenship.”’ 

Doubtless the great churchman 
thought that kind of talk very fine, 
both in philosophy and phraseology— 
and it was, from his point of view! 
But it did not sound sensible or sat- 
isfactory to the real man and philoso- 
pher of the occasion—Booker Wash- 
ington. 

If we would discuss what is known as 
the race question with any degree of ben- 
efit, we must reach the point where we 
can so far rid ourselves of sectional and 
racial prejudice that we can in a large 
degree place ourselves in the position of 
the southern white man and at the same 
time put ourselves in the place of the ne- 
gro. Nothing will be gained for either 


race or for any section of our country by 
bitter attacks and criticism. 


In those pregnant and prophetic 
words: did Professor Washington 
sweep aside the grandiloquent dog- 
matism of Bishop Potter and deftly 
rebuke the spirit that shone in his 
speech. For this man who has a great 
work and a large practical demonstra- 
tion in his charge is not a doctrinaire 
and by no means the dupe of those 
who would patronize him and play 
gshuffle-board with his problem. His 
speech was in strong and statesman- 
like contrast with the pharisaical, ob- 
structive and offetisive nonsense ut- 
tered by the bishop. 

He realizes that the only real 
sphere of action for his race is here 
in the south and that the chief radius 
of that action is within the horizon of 
the fields that grow cotton, corn and 
cane, in the harbor-holds of do 
mestic home service, and in the handi- 
erafts ‘of omnipresent; every-day in- 
dustries. It is the education that will 
enable the negro to work and to feel 
the divine dignity of work for which 
Washingion pleads. 

No one knows so well as he that | 
the south has no need and no place for 
the negro unless he is a worker. It 
values his worth in the industrial 
fields and it freely and preferably of- 
fers him,the absolute monopoly of 
those fields in fifteen great states pos- 
sessing a third of the population of 
the union. But if he refuses that mo- 
nopoly, ceases to occupy his opportu- 
nities and wanders after “culture” and 
social equality, he will cease to be a 
desirable element in our population 
and lose the favor and gc nceatand that

Spooner’s Diagnosis. 
The speech recently made by Sen- 


ator Spooner on the Philippine ques- 
tion is a most remarkable campaign 


production. The entire purpose of it 
is patent. He intended to indict the 
democratic party of the country with 
the responsibility for the continued 
war in the Philippine islands. Evi- 
dently he had accepted a billet to draw 
this indictment and argue it to the 
country from the vantage ground of 
thé senate. 

It will, however, puzzle most people 
to find out where the democratic party 
gets into the proceedings. There has 
been no democratic president in pow- 
er since the archipelago came into our 
possession. . Mr. McKinley was a re- 
publican; Mr. Roosevelt is a repub- 
lican. They have successively exer- 
cised the autocratic authority of mili- 
tary command over the Philippines 
and not one item of policy, civil or 
military, has been operated in the 
islands except with their knowledge 
and by their consent. .

TIMELY DISCUSSIONS 


BY GEORGIA EDITORS 


Miss Edna Cain, Editor of 
The . Quitman Free 
Press, Gives a Poetic 
Description . of South 
Georgia Life and Scen- 
ery. 


By Edna Cain. 
(Written for The Constitution.) 


The traveler from the mountains of 
north cown io ihe low-lying 
lands of south Georgia is strongly im- 
pressed with the striking geographical 
contrasts the state presents. The geogra- 
phy of a country is the first thing that 
attracts the eye, and then the details are 
filled in, such as the character of the 
timber and the variety of products. 
When I first came here from. north 
Georgia the flatness of the country seem- 
ed depressing; the miles and miles of 
pine woods with fallen trunks and stumps 
blackened by forest fires; the melancholy 
cypress swamps with their ghastly swol- 
len roots; the streams of water, the color 
of rich, brown cherry, flowing silently, 
all produces a curious sense of desolation. 
But it is only a different desolation from 
some of the mountain scenes. And that 
is one phase. I have yet to tell you that 
it is also very beautiful at times, but I 
did’ not find that out until later.

The pine tree deserves a separate arti- 
cle all to itself. It has moods, mystery, 
magic. It is very different from. the 
north Georgia red oak, which becomes 
the door-yard friend of the tree lover and 
shelters kindly his chickens and his ch'l- 
dren. You eould never domesticate the 
majestic, long-leaf pine. It holds itself 
aloof and does not condescend to intl- 
macy, either with people or with other 
trees. It will not shade you from the heat. 
It does not even share the change of 
the season, and its plumy head is eter- 
nally grech, In a park in Savannah there 
are two or three huge pines that look 
like unhappy exiles from the forest. There 
used to be more of them, but they died, 
They are not at home with the trim flow- 
er beds and walks. I have seen them at 
dawn standing in primeval silence; I 
have seen the pines with curtains of gray 
rain waving softly through and. beyond 
the myriad brown trunks; or, again, 
grouped against the clear evening sky 
like classic columns. To lie on your back 
under them a summer’s night with the 
wind and stars overhead in the tree tops 
— to hear again the pagan melodies of 

an. 

All this may be news to those who see 
Only lumber and turpentine in the pines. 
I understand that they are very valuable 
in thig respect, and so the inevitable ax 
is ever present with them. I am glad Dr. 
Herty,: under the direction of a paternal 
government, is binding up their wounds 
and trying to teach us how to make the 
forests serve us without destroying them. 


Along the railway lines the pine barrens 
and swamps give you the impression of 
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MISS EDNA CAIN. 
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story. I suppose people who live on farms 
have their share of trouble, but it isn’t 
apparent to town folk, to whom a visit to 
the country gives a glimpse of truly 
peaceful independence. The contrast be- 
tween the farmer's wmy of living and his 
Own impresses the town person at once. 
There is something lordly about the 
smoke houses, flocks of chickens, fresh 
eggs and quantities of milk and butter on 
a farm as compared with our town way of 
| livirg; out of paper bags in a pantry. 

Some smoke house interiors I’ve seen on 
these Brooks county farms are very ar- 
tistic. 
and the overhead ceiling is composed en- 
tirely of hams, sides, shoulders and 
strings of sausages, hung low and close 
together—a solid show of rich brown ba- 
con. There is one little shop in London 
where Irish bacon is sold&kand they say it 
is the best in the world, but I do not be- 
lieve it can be any more delicious than 
the Brooks county preduct. They feed 
the pigs on peanuts and potatoes and they 
have a way of their own of curing the 
meat. It brings more in the market here 
in Quitman than Armour’s canvased 
meat. Of course, the winters are not cold 
enough*to save much meat, so the farm- 
ers have cold storage facilities in the 
way of huge hogsheads with ice and salt 
in the center and meat packed around it 
until ready to cure. Many farmers in 
this section sell $1,000 worth of bacon af- 
ter retaining enough for home use. One 
farmer has sold during the last ten years 
an average of $800 worth of baicon an- 
nually from his farm. The other day a 
farmer sold one lot of 8,338 pounds of ba- 
con here. Last year he sold over 14,000 
pounds altogether.

I started out to give a different picture 
of farm life in south Georgia, but strayed 
off after these bacon statistics—as any- 
body would. Chapters of this sort could 
be written. Anyway, if the main point in

Secession Was Not Anarchy. 
(From The Washington Post.) 

But the “anarchy” clause of the. presi- 
dent’s remarks Is the chief causejof of- 
fonse to our southern contemporaries, and 
in that the president permitted himself to 
get further from the record than he did 
in his declaration that the men who wore 
the blue fought for liberty. There was 
rothing particularly irritating in the lat- 
ter—it was simply an his&rical mistake. 
But the “anarchy” business goes far be- 
yond that. The secessionists were not 
anarchists in any sense of the word. They 
believed in government as firmly as the 
men of the north. They retained their 
state and municipal governments, and set 
up a central government. 

What ts anarchy? As defined by Zenk- 
er, a tho hly competent authority, 
‘anarchy means, in its ideal sense, the 
perfoct, unfettered self-government of the 
individual, and, consequently, the absence, 
of any kind of external government.” 

No one, and surely not so well informed 
a“man as President Roosevelt, would s:- 
riously contend that the secessionists be- 
heved * that absurdity. At this time, 

 —- 
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cular abhorrence. Therefore, it is the 
more regrettable that the president did 
“hot” exercig2 greater discretion in his 
choice of terms. It is disagreeable enough 
for the southern people to be “officially 
designated as rebels.”” To add ‘“anarch- 
ists’ to that—for they must have been 
anarchists if “the men who wore the blue 
in the early sixties foukht against an- 
archy’’—is an exasreration which we find 
it impossible to believe the president real- 
ly intended. 

The comrades of the G. A. R. and their 
fellow-soldiers fought for and saved the 
union. That is glory enough. They did 
not fight to free the slaves, and there was 
not an iota of anarchy on the secession 
side.

way. Had the train been three or four 
minutes later a repetitior of the Camp 
creek horror might have been recorded. 

The train was running in two ‘sections 
and just after the first section shot across 
the Ocmulgee river trestle gt Abbeville, 
a 60-foot span of the bridge was swept 
away by tbe flood below. The second 
section of the train came dashing along 
a few minutes later and would have 
plunged through the opening into the 
river had not the red light in the hands 
of a flagman stopped it just at the brink 
of the chasm. As it was.the two trains, 
guarded as they were by‘an unseén hand, 
stopped on opposite banks of the stream, 
while if they had struck the bridge a 
few moments later both would have been 
piled in the river. Such a catastrophe 
as would have resylted is awful] to con- 
template. 

Joint Use of Tracks. 

The Southern was using a portion of the 
Seaboard Air Lime road in reaching Ar- 
lanta from Jacksonville, owinz to the 
damage recently done its own road. The 
Southern used its line from Jacksonville 
and Brunswick to Helena, from which 
point the trains were taken to Cordéle 
over the Seaboard and from there to Ma- 
con over the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida. Abbeville is located between Cor- 
dele and Helena, on the banks of the Oc- 
mulgee river. The river at this place is 
epanned by a bridge 500 feet in length. 

Large Passenger List. 

Train No. 13 left Jacksonville Tuesday 
night in two sections. Both had on board 
a large number of passengers, bound for 
Atlanta and intermediate points. The first 
section was about fifteen minutes ahéad 
of the second section and reached Abbe- 
vile between 3 and 4 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. 

When the long bridge over the Oc- 
mulgee was reached the headlight reveal- 
ed it in apparently good condition and 
the engineer sent his engine onto thee 
bridge. This section contained nine or ten 
cars. The train pulled its length ucross 
the bridge in safety and about 200 feet 


distant stepped at a water tank near Ab- 
_beville. 

The second section was close behind 
and the conductor sent his flagman back 
to flag the train to prevent an accident 
at the tank. The flagman went back 
wth his red lantern, but wads astounded 
to find in the bridge a great opening. A 
section of 50 or 60 feet of the trestle work 
Was gone—had been completey swept 
away just after the traim with its human 
freight had passed over it. 

Flagman Faces the Horror. 

The flagman realized the horror of the 
Situation. He could not reach the oppo- 
site bank. He knew that it remained 
with him to save the lives of the people 
on the second section from des:ructon. 
He knew that if the engineer d.d not see 
his signa] in time the train would crash 
into that abyss to its doom beneath the 
surging waters. It was a time to test 
a man’s bravery and judgment, and a 
heavy responsibility weighed on the flag- 
man. 

In the distance tould be heard the rum- 
ble of the on-rushing train. The noise 
grew louder and louder and a shrill blast 
from the engine whistle gave notice that 
the river bridge was near at hand. In 
the space of a few seconds the glare of 
the headlight came into view, as the 
train dashed along the rails toward the 
yawning hole in the bridge. As the train 
drew nearer the engineer slacked speed 
so aw to strike the bridge easy. The 
train crew and passengers in the warm, 
lighted cars had no thought of danger. 
Many of the passemgers were sleeping 
soundly. 

Engineer Sees Signal. 

The lone flagman was the only person 
aware of the perf. Standing over the 
water on the end of that portion of the 
trestle remaining intact the flagman 
frantically waved his red light. The eh- 
gineer, peering out of his cab windows, 
caught sight of the danger signal, and, 
quickly shutting off steam and reversing 
the engine, brought the train to a stand- 
still, a short distance from the danger 
line. An investigation revealed the cause 
of the swinging red light and the re- 
markable narrow escape of the two trains.

to Atlanta. @ train was due here at

Formerly a First Lieutenant in the 
Italian Army—Was Finely 
Bducnged. 

Alexander Riccio, an Italian contractor 
and civil engineer in Atlanta, and a 
first lieutenant in the Italian army, died 
Wednesday night at 12 o'clock at Dr. 
Robertson's sanitariuin on Capitol ave- 
nue. The deceased had been iil since 
last Oetober. 

Mr. Riccio has been a resident of Atlan- 
ta for the past sixteen years. During that 
time he had made many warm, personal 
friends, who will receive the news of his 
death with sorrow. He was a finely 
educated man, a polished gentleman, and 
his ability as a contractor and civil en- 
gineer was recognized as of the highest 
order, 

He was 40 years of age and was born 
in ltaly. He received his education at 
the most renowned universities and 
schools of that country, graduating with 
high honors. He came from a prominent 
and well-to-do Italian family and was 
given the benefits of high class learning 
and knowledge. 

Twenty years ago he came to Ameri- 
ca to work on the Panama canal. He was 
engaged on that enterprise for three 
years, after which time he was induced 
to come here by Major Temple, the build- 
er of the Georgia Pacific railroad. 

After the completion of the road, Mr. 
Riccio was given the position of chief 
engineer under I, Y. Sage. 

For the past seven or elght years Mr. 
Sage and Mr. Riccio have been partners 
in Atlanta in the contracting business, 
During the past six months Mr. Riccio 
has been engaged as chief engineer in 
bullding the Hawkinsville and Florida 
Southern railroad, of which J. W. Pope 
is president and A. B. Steele vice 
president and general manager. 

Last October he was taken ill and 
about three months ago was brought here 
to the St. Joseph infirmary for treat- 
ment, 

Before coming to America the deceased 
held the position of first lieutenant in 
the Italian army. He was never natural- 
ized and still retained the title of Iieu- 
tenant. 

The funeral services will be conducted 
this afternoon at 2:30 o’clock at the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception.

POSTAL LAWS 


Landers an lntcnded Groom 
Will Be Tried in U, §, Court 


Charged with Violating Postal Laws, 
a Young Man Will Face a Jury. 
Some Sensational Develop- 
ments Are More Than 
Probable. 


William G. Landers, Jr., will “look 
upon the jurors’’ in the United States 
court mext week. Landers, a young man 
of fine appearance, of good addicss and 
more than ordinarily interesting to those 
who meet him, is charged with violating 
the United States postal laws. 

Landers wil] be remembered as the young 
government clerk who shot himself, pre- 
sumably by accident, on the night he 
was tg be married to a pretty Atlanta 
girl. 5 

In the bill of indictment which brings 
Landers into court it is alleged that on 
August 8, 1901, he carried away from the 
redemption department of the postoffice 
at Washngton one thousand 2-cent stamp- 
ed envelopes. The government will under- 
take to show that the envelopes were 
either brought to Atlanta by Landers or 
were shipped to this place by him or sent 
here to him by some one else. For some 
reason the government official who lo- 
cated the énevoleps in one of Landers’ 
trunks, while the trunk was in Atlanta, 
allowed him to go on to Texas with the 
property. Just why this was done no 
one but the secret service man working 
the case knows. 

Wedding Day Was Near. 

After Landers reached Texas he was 
placed under arrest. The United States 
commissioner who heard the testimony 
fixed the amount of the bond and Lan- 
ders came back to Georgia. 

Just at that time Landers found his 
wedding day approaching. He was en- 
gaged to a young woman in Atlanta and 
the day for the wedding was near at 
hand. Just before that date the young 
lady received an anonymous letter advis: 
ing her to look well into the record ¢ 
Landers before making the vows which 
figure in a marriage ceremony. The 
young lady placed the letter in Landers’ 
hands. Landers was indignant. He went 
to the United States building and call- 
ing upon one of the officials demanded the 
name of the letter writer. The official 
knew nothing of.the author of the anon- 
ymous document and it happened at that 
particular time he know nothing of tim 
charges against Landers. 

Shooting Occurs. 

On the evening of the wedding every- 
thing was in readiness for the making of 
the nvotia] knot. Just before the groom- 
to-be was to seek the home of his in- 
tended bride he went to his home with 
friends who were to be with him during 
the ceremony. While preparing for the 
event a pistol was discharged and Lan- 
ders was severely wounded. Instead of 
leaving his apartments for the altar Lan- 
ders left his home for the hospital. 

In the trial, when it is called next week, 
the searchlight will be turned upon Lan- 
ders and the various paragraphs which 
go to make this chapter in the history of 
his life. Landers’ friends are sure he 
will show a clear hand before the jury 
takes the case. The witnesses against

his success, he grows indifferent to study 
when praise is withheld. Another child 
feels opposition and it is his greatest aid 
to success, because he delights in over- 
coming obstacles and in disappointing 
people who would rather blame. 

Children are injured oftener by preju- 
dice for than against them, however, and 
this kind of prejudice comes from those 
who have the interest of the children 
deepest at heart, but do not know how to 
further this interest. A striking exam- 
ple of this fact is. afforded in the case of 
the child who possesses musical talent 
and a too fond mamma. The moment the 
child gives evidence of the musical gift. 
the mother immediately begins to exploit 
the fact and to ‘“‘show off’’ the child. She 


| talks about his ‘‘genius’’ on all occasions 


and if he can play a pitiful little tune or 
two he is made to do it for every visitor 
until he becomes either too self-satisfied 
to understand the necessity for improve- 
ment or too disgusted to care for improve- 
ment, and either result makes his musical, 
education almost impossible, although the 
mother’s love and pride is the cause. It is 
many times oftener the case that a chihi's 
musical vocation is spoiled thus by preju- 
dice for than against him. 

Jan Kubelik, the famous violinist, en- 
larges upon this fact and continues the 
subject in an article in ‘‘Success’”’ for Feb- 
ruary which all boys and girls and their 
parents ought to read. He speaks of the 
musical talent, but the principle of what 
he says is the same whatever the talent 
may be, and that is the reason why his 
article has a universal application. 

Speaking of the lack of precision and 
of carefulness of detail in study whch is 
encouraged by prejudiced parents who 
think that genius should be exempt fro 
drudgery, he says: ' 

“That is why so many clever young 
men and women, filled with ambition, and 
possessing real talent, have made fatal 
mistakes. They believe that, because they 
are above the people about them in their 
feelings for beauty, their appreciations, 
their preceptions, and their understand- 
ing of the place of art in life and of life 
in art, they therefore are bound to suc- 
ceed. Not at all. The youth who dreams 
beautiful dreams, and feels certain that 
the ability so to dream means that suc- 
cess is designed for him by heaven itself, 
would better remember quickly that 
dreams, after all, are the heritage of ten 
where ability to master homely details is 
the talent of ona. 

“But* this talent for detail, about which 
we hear so much, {fs one of the [ew 
‘talents’ that may be acquired. I have no 
patience with one who fails because he 
‘thas not this talent. He is like an acior 
who breaks down, not because he lacks 
dramatic instinct, but because he forgets 
his lines.”’ 

Some one wil! contend, he says: 

“But an artist cannot so bind himself 
down. It is against every instinct of tem- 
perament that makes him an artist.’’ 

“A boy or girl, or especially a musician, 
whose temperament is so artistic that he 
cannot settle down to anything, will prob- 
ably go to his grave with an artistic tem- 
perament and nothing more: for. if he 
have the true temperament of the artist 
he will be able to adapt himself to any- 
thing—even detail—and will be able to sét- 
the down to carrying coal, if necessary, 
to enable him to reach his final goal. How 
much more easily, then, will he be able 
to bring himself to give attention to any 
of the details of preparation for the prac- 
tice of the special art which he professes 
to love!”’

Rural Free Delivery in South. 


Jackson Herald: An effort is being made in 
congress to change the law so as to let out 
the rural free delivery routes by contract to 
the lowest bidder, instead of paying the car- 
riers $500 a year each. 

Hon. Lon Livingston fs fighting this prop- 
sition with all of his might, and we hope he 
will succeed in defeating the scheme. 

These routes should not be let to the jowest 
bidder, but we. believe the carriers should all 
receive a uniform price for this work. 

By letting the routes out to the lowest bid- 
der many times incompetent, irresponsible an4 
unscrupulous parties will get the contract, and 
the people to be served will euffer from hay- 
ing poor service. 

As the jaw {s today, bright, intelligent, hon- 
est and competent eople will take the job 
of carrying the mail. They have good turn- 
outs, good horses, and give the people efficient 
service. Whereas, if the contract be let to 
the iowest bidder the people cannot afford to 
take the routes for a mere pittance, and will 
not bid at all; whereas, some fellow will bid 
who has a blind horse, a road cart and no 
corn to feed the horse on. 

Again, the south gets very little money from 
the national treasury. Only a little m: ney oc- 
casionally to erect a public building in some 
big city, or to clean out the Savannah and 
Mississippi rivers, while the north and west 
receive millions of pensforf money every three 
‘months, and millions are spent on public build- 
ings, big fairs, and to improve the rivers and 
harbors. We are begging to get just a crumb 
through this rural free delivery service, and 
now efforts are being made to take much of 
that away. It is the duty of every southe n 
congressman to oppose this change in the law 
and to aid Colonel Livingston in his efforts to 
defeat this scheme.

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MINING MERCURY. 


There Are but Thiee Sections of the 
World Where It Is Found. 


Washington Post: ‘‘Mining for mercu- 
ry. or, rather, for cinnabar ore, from 
which mefcury is extracted, is a most 
interesting process,’ remarked Thomas 
J. Young, of Louisville, Ky., last evening. 
“There are only three sections in the 
world in which mercury has been found 
thus far—Spain, Austria and in our own 
state of California. These yield the 
world’s supply. The Almedan mines of 
Spain are the o!dest mines Known, hav- 
ing been successfully worked 4 years 
before Christ. ‘hey are extremely val- 
uab.e, and, despite the lon~ years of 
operations, are stil) yielding vast quan- 
tities of ore. In fact, .nese same a.me- 
dan mines form the basis of Spain's 
credit, being owned by tne government, 
and it was Dy giving a mortgage On then 


to the Rothschilds that funds were real- 
ized to carry On the late war. 

“The California mines are only begin- 
ning to yield the vast product stored up 
within them. They have received the 
name, New Almedan, and promé@e_ to 
prove equally, if not more, valuable. than 
the Spanish miges. An idea of their im- 
mense value may be gained from the fact 
that they are yielding a div.dend of 1 per 
cent a month to their owners, and prom- 
ise much higher profits. I\*y are located 
about 115 miles northeast of San Fran- 
cisco in the coast ramge mountains. ’ 

‘Mercury, or cinnabar ore—which has 
also a vein of sulphur in it—ts mined vir- 
tuaMy like coal. Shafts are sunk, from 
which levels are run off. The ore is 
found in what are termed fissure veins, 
which run down far into the bowels of 
the earth. The ore itself is light in color, 
moderately hard and may be picked out 
in small chunks. It is found in ‘kidneys,’ 
or pockets, sometimes in large quantities. 

‘“‘A curious and simple process, and one 
to my mind quit? ingenious, is emploved 
to extract the mercury from the crYyle 
cre. The chunks of cre are placed in 
large furnaces heated to 680 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This causes the mercury to 
rass out of the ore in the form of gas. 
The gas rises to the top of the furnace, 
where it volatilizes and cools, and large 
drops of mercury run down the wails, 
much as steam does when condansed. 
The drops are caught at the bottom of 
the walis. No further processes are nec- 
essary. 

“The work of tting the ore out of tha 
mines and volatilizing it costs about $2.66 
a ton. It sells at the present standard 
rate of $52.60 per flask of 76% pounds— 
that is, a little over 70 cents a pound. 

“What is mercury used for? Well, many 
things. It is used principally for the 
amalgamation of gold and silver. and is 
indispensable in the min'ng of those met- 
als. For that reason mercury mining is 
not affected by hard times, for when 
times get hard digging for god is car- 
ried on more extensively than ever. ani 
the demand for mercury increases. Mer- 
curv is also used for making Chinese ver- 
milion, which is the basis of ali paints. 
It is also used in the preparation of many 
medicines and for all fixed ammunitions 
and explosives. - h, of course, vou know 
it is used for backing mirrors and in ther-

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STAMP COLLECTING IS 
GROWING POPULAR AGAIN 


OW that the cool evenings are here, 
N when Jack Frost interferes with 
outdoor sports, time is apt ‘to hang 
a little heavy with young people who have 
no hobby to hold: their interest. There 
is more amusement in stamp collecting 
than in most games, for one never tires 
of it. There is always a way of improv- 
ing a collection. ! 
Stamp collecting is not necessarily an 
expensive hobby; on the-contrary, it can 
followed on an/economical basis with 
entire satisfaction.” Ag for its educational 
features, one need only talk with a youth- 
ful “ollector to find that,he knows more 
about history and geography than many 
older persons. Nor is it the most valuable 
collections which make the Best appear- 
ance, but rather» those arranged with 


taste and originality. 


Many are the sources for obtaining de- 
sirable specimens, and all collectors have 
one or more open to them. Most parents 
have treasured some old letters of the 
family, and the number of stamps that 
can be secured in this way. alone will 
make a first-rate start for the beginner. 
Indeed, some of the most valuable United 
States stamps, bringing hundreds and 
even thousands of dollars have turned up 
in just this way. ; 

Those having friends or refations abroad 
have splendid opportunities for getting 
the current issues of foreign countries. 
Many desirable specimens are coming into 
the United States every day, and one of 
the pleasures of coNcting is in ferret- 
ing out the sources from which the covet- 
ed treasures may be obtained. 

A great mistake made by beginners 
when looking over old letters for stamps 
is in taking them off of the envelopes. 
The value of many rare specimens has 
been reduced one-half in this way. In 
ordinary stamps itis all right, for there 
are a sufficient number on the market 
to make them low in price, but with 
scarce varieties, particularly the old lo- 
cal stamps, their value is enhanced fully 
50 per cent by aliowing them to remain 
on the original envelope. It is a good 
plan to show all stamps of this kind to 
ar older collector; then you wiH be on 
the safe side. 

If the beginner intends making a pur- 
chase now and then. it is best for him 
to buy stamps in packets, which are sold 
by all dealers at from 10 cents to $1 each. 
They are much eheaper bought in this 
way, and the enthusiast will be enabled 
to improve hig collection greatly at mere- 
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studying the world’s postal issues. 


ly a nominal cost. 

It. must be remembered that among the 
world’s postal issues there are nearly, 5,000 
. “tes having very little value. These 
cah we had at a few cents per hundred. 
Packages are prepared containing: every 
class of stamps excepting, of course, 
those which are very’ rare. Most dealers 
issue price lists describing these packets 
and one may select those he prefers. 

The collector who attends‘school witl 
find that nearly half of his associates are 
actively interested in the same hobby. 
Through his various sources he naturally 
gets more than one specimen of a kind. 
By trading with his philatelic friends he 
car acquire many new varieties. ‘“‘Swap- 
ping,” as the boys call it, is a very pleas- 
ant way in which to spend an evening; in 
fact, it is one of the delights of the hobby, 
and should be encouraged more than it 
is, even among advanced collectors, for 
there is no better way of improving a col- 
lection. | 

When a number of like specimens have 
been secured, the best one always should 
be selected for one’s collection. By ‘“best’’ 
is meant that which is in the finest con- 
dition, lightly cancelled, evenly centered, 
and not torn or damaged. This is im- 
portant, for, while the hobby may not be 
pursued from a monetary point of view, 
it should be remembered that many. 
stamps are constantly increasing in yalue, 
and should you desire to part with them 
at some future time you will get little or 
nothing if the stamps are in bad condi- 
tion. Torn. specimens, even though rare, 
have practically no value, A stamp worth 
$1 in fine condition would not bring 10 
cents if torn or badly damaged. 

A catalog will be of great service to 
the beginner. If he has manufactured 
hig own album, it will come in handy in 
identifying the various specimens, gnd 
in arranging the issues and countries. 
Catalogs are published nearly every year, 
and contain much information about 
stamps, in addition to their market value. 
Illustrations of most specimens are also 
given. Numerous weekly and. monthly pa- 
pers devoted to stamp colecting are 
published in this country, and it is a capl- 
tal idea to subscribe to one or two of 
them in order to keep posted. ' The sub- 
scription prices are 2% and 50 cents per 
year. 

Stamp collicting can be profitably fol- 
loyed in a variety of ways, according to 
taste, and the long winter evenings can 
ibe spent very pleasantly by gathering ang

Potice Were Called Into Two Negro 
urches Wednesday Night. 
Recorder Investigates Rows. 

The Blasphemer Goes 
to Chaingang. 


Shiloh Colsred Beptist church was in 
the police court yesterday. 

Th pastor and the board of deacons 
decided at a recent meeting not to hold 
any more church conferences for the 
yresent, and several members of the 
chureh digsented. In the midst of re- 
ligious services the dissenters tried to 
rrake the pastor stop preaching and en- 
tertain a motion for a conference to be 
held then and thcre. When the pastor 
declined to put the motion, the dissenters 
tried to put him pout and get another 
preacher who was present to take the 
chair as moderator. 

Before that occurred, hcwever, the pas- 
tor had publicly accused members of his 
flock of going to church full of whisky. 
All of this caused a warm time in Shiloh 
church, and the police were sent for. 

Four members of Shiloh church were 
arraigned in court on the charge of act- 
ing in a disorderly manner. They were 
Harry Walthall, G. W. Farmer, G. L. 
Faulkner and P. F. Hogan. The last 
named was the preacher whom the dis- 
senters wanted to take the pastor's place 
and hold a confererce. 

Pastor Tells About It. 

Rev. W. M. Williams, Shiloh’s pastor, 
stated that he and the deacons had voted 
to discontinue the conferences. At the 
prayer meeting Wednesday night Wai.- 
thall got up and modved to hold a ¢onfer- 
ence, ond the motion was seconded by 
Hogan. 

“IT told the brethren to have peace,” 


stated the pastor. “Whilst I was taking 
my text‘to preach they insisted that I 
put a motion to nold a conference. I 
wouldn’t do it, and then they said they 
were going to put me out and make 
Brother Hogan the moderator. .The 
church took a vote anyhow, and the clerk 
counted 16 for the conference and 13 
egainst it; but I Sid some counting my- 
self, and it was 16 against a conference 
and 13 for it. I had told some of the 
brethren that there was too much whisky 
drinking going on amongst them, 
that made them powerful d with me. 
Some of them had been coming to church 
with their breaths smetliffig so loud of 
whisky that the good folks went: to 
grumbling. When I wouldn’t let the an- 
gryfied bretnren have their way, they 
kept up such a contention that we sent 
after the police.” 

The defer.dants denied that they »”ad 
caused any row, 
was allowed by the rules of the churcna. 

“Now hear me,’ said Recorder Broyizs, 
“brethren must dwell together in unity. 
A police court is no place to sett!e church 
disputes. If you can’t settle your affairs 
quietly among yourselves, go to some of 
your white Baptist friends and iet them 
help you run the church. I will dismiss 
all the cases, but don’t have any more 
rows like this.’’ : 

A Blasphemer in Church. 

No vooner had the recorder ‘finished 
with the Shiloh case than the pastor cf 
Bethlehem colored church came forward 
with some of his. brethren to. testify 


egainst Oliver Herrington, a negro youth 
who tried to break up the prayer meeting 
Wednesday night. 

Rev. Mills stated 
preaching, Herrington 
church drunk. 

“I kept hearing him cay amen,” said 
the preacher, ‘‘and when we were singing 
he bellowed out at the top of his voice, 
and was carrving neither tune nor words. 
When one of the brethren prayed, this 
fellow yelled amen so loud that he could 
have reen heard ir the street. Fmally he 
yelled out: ‘Oh, h—l, that hain't so.’ 
When the prayer was concluded he jump- 
ed up and said: ‘You ought to have 
stopped long ago.’ Then he got up and 
said out loud: ‘Oh. h—lL I believe I will 
go.’ We sent for the police, but he was 
gone before the officer arrived.”

Reported That Movement Is on Foot 
To Put Out Opposition Ticket. 
- Other Gossip. 


Int2-est in the approaching county pri- 
mary is on the increase. and politicians 
are indulging in much speculatfon as to 
the result of the various contests. The 
lates: development, and one. that will 
gerve to liven the.situation. is a report 
to the effect that Sheriff J. W. Nelms and 
his pregent office force will have opposi- 
tion. 

According to run.or, a movement has 
been started to form an_- oppositioa 
sheriff's ticket, but as yet definite infor- 
mation as to who will compos: it has not 
been obtained. The names of IL %. 
Mitchell. who was 4 candidate for the 
mayoralty during the last campaign for 
that office, and Captain James Morrow, a 
former sheriff, are being mentioned as 
the head of the tieket. Dan Perkinson, 
who was on the sheriff's ticket of Dr. 
Amos’ Fox, is being mentioned for the 
position of deputy. 

The friehds of Sheriff Nelms. are 
sanguine, ard believe ne will be ablé to 
overcome opposition. They point to his 
record as sheriff as onze of the strong2st 
points in his favor. 

The legislative race is assuming an in- 
teresting phase, and ovromises a sharp 
contest. Representatives Houston and 
Slaton are squarely. in the race for re- 
election, and an announc: ment is expect- 
ed from Representative Egleston shortly. 
Their avowed opponents are E. F, Chil- 
dress, Edgar Latham and F. J. Merriam. 
Each of these. three is running a hard 
race, and it is predicted that the vote for 
representative will be surprising. 

Lively Race for Commissioner. 

It is now practically certain that Chair- 
man Forrest Adair, of the “Board of 
county commissioners, will contest for 
another term. A close political friend of 
Mr. Adair -stated yesterday that the 
chairman had announced to him his de- 
termination to run. 

Captain Clifford L. Anderson is in the 
race, and it is believed that Commis- 
sioner Walter R. Brown will also offer 
fer reelection. 

Burgess Smith, of West End, is in the 
field for honors on the county board, and 
1..C. Clark is also making an aggressive 
fight. Among others mentioned are 
Hubert L. Culberson and Dr. E. L. Con- 
nally, of West End, and Captain J. M. 
Liddell, a. prominent farmer who resides 
near Rock Springs church. 

So far no opposition has been developed 
to Tax Collector A. P. Stewart, Tax Re- 
ceiver T. M..Armistead. Clerk Arnoid 
Broyles, of the superior court, and County 
Surveyor Roberts, Coroner J. R. Stamps 
has opposition, several candidates al- 
ready being in the field for his place. 
Since the selection of the date for the 
primary couity politics are beginning to 
be arovsed, and the next few days may 
witness additional develonments. 


Mr. Slaton Announces. 


The following is the announcement of 
Hon. John M. Slaton, who wil? stand 
for reelection as a representative from 
Fulton county: 

“I believe in conservative legislation 
which will not put into confusion the 
business interests of the state, and the 
pursuits of the merchant, farmer, profes- 
sionaAl man and the laborer, whether en- 
gaged in private or corporate enterprise. 
are equally included under the business 
interests, What affects one affects all. 
Experience shows that within a few years 
over one-half of the bills passed by legis- 
lAtures are either repealed or modified 
beyond recognition. The damage done in 
the meantime cannot be measured. 
Amendments to general laws should only 
he made when théir necessity is demon- 
‘strated, and not as an experiment. 

“On this groynd, and because of the 
saving to the state, I favor sessions of 
the legislature every two years instead 
of annual sessions. Several of the states 
have latefy placed such provisions in 
their constitutions. 

‘T favor legislation which develops the 
various resources of the state and invites 
confidence among those seeking a field 
of investment and guarantees them 
against the imposition of unequal, con- 
fiscating and unjust burdens. 

“These statements outline generally my 
opinions on those matters which come 
under the consideration of legislators. 

“No law can be passed which will 
not affect Fulton county. She bears near- 
ly one-seventh of all the expenses of the 
maintenance of the state. In the past I 
have endeavored to represent and protect 
all her interests, and if elected again I 
will devote the increased influence I may 
possess to the same end.’’
